Crhairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  on  the 
health  and  environmental  conditions  of  the  district c 

The  population  in  the  district  continues  to  increase 0  This  is 
reflected  in  the  fact  that  the  number-  of  inhabited  houses  has  increased 
by  286  premises  during  1 $71 *  Table  II  on  page  8  is  a  useful  one  in  that 
it  shows  how  the  number  of  live  births  is  increasing  gradually  again 
after  the  peak  in  1969c  The  number  of  deaths  has  decreased  each  year  and 
has  now  reached  a  very  low  level  *  Unfortunately  there  were  a  few  more 
infant  deaths  last  year  than  the  previous  year*  The  major  cause  of  death 
as  shown  in  Table  II  is  that  due  to  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease  followed  very 
closely  by  all  varieties  of  malignant  disease* 

A  study  of  Table  1  shows  that  very  little  could  have  been  dene  to 
avoid  the  6  infant  deaths  since  4  of  them  occurred  within  24  hours  cf 
birth  and  were  due  to  some  congenital  abnormality  or  prematurity c  Of  the 
'her  two  deaths,  one  was  due  to  congenital  heart  disease  and  the  other 
was  an  accidental  death* 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases,  measles  still  remains  the  only  one 
of  major  importance  although  whooping  cough  for  some  unknown  reason 
increased  in  numbers  during  197*1.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  not 
-enough  children  are  protected  against  this  disease  which  can  be  done  so 

easily* 

I  am  still  concerned  at  the  regular  notification  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
1  j .vis  since  once  again  three  primary  cases  were  notified  during  1$71 
in  the  previous  year*  In  addition  there  were  3  cases  in  persons  transfer- 
ring  into  the  area  and  thus  there  are  2$  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of 
th  year,  compared  with  24  at  the  beginning*  I  feel  that  this  disease  must 
s fill  be  regarded  with  suspicion  until  it  is  clearly  eradicated  and  so  many 
people  these  days  are  too  complacent  about  it* 


With  the  approach  of  Local  Government  Reorganisation  I  make  a  strong 
plea  for  the  retention  of  the  put lie  health  inspector,  with  all  his 
accumulated  expertise,  to  remain  as  a  separate  unit  serving  the  public . 
It  is  imperative  that  the  service  of  the  public  health  inspector  is 
available  at  a  local  office  easily  accessible  to  the  public  and  not 
centralised  in  some  distant  block  of  offices,,  I  trust  that  our  repres¬ 
entative  will  safeguard  this  service  to  the  public  during  detailed 
discussion  on  reorganisation. 

May  I  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  Senior  Officials  and 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  help  and  support  during-  the

factories,  shops  and  other  premises;  nuisances  and  defects;  rodent 
control;  offensive  trades;  smoke  abatement  including  the  development  of 
smoke  control  areas,  and  many  other  matters  concerned  with  environmental 
health  o 

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens  and  milk  and  water  samples 
is  undertaken,  without  charge,  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Withington  Hospital,  Manchester 0 

Hospital  facilties  are  now  under  the  Regional  Board  and  Management 
Committee  and  patients  are  admitted  without  regard  to  local  boundaries,, 

Ambulance,  District  Nursing,  Midwifery  and  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  administered 
under  the  Divisional  Health  Service 0

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE; 

Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  are  treated  without  charge  at  the 
infectious  disease  hospital ,  and  similarly  pathological  examinations 
are  made  without  charge  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Withington 
Hospital,  Manchester. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  requires  that  copies  of  all  notif¬ 
ications  of  infectious  diseases  must  be  forwarded  without  delay  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  In  practice  these  notifications  are  sent  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  so  that  he  may  correlate  action  within  the 
Health  Division  and  to  enable  the  Divisional  Committee  to  gain  a  regular 
knowledge  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  throughout  their  area. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  is  now  the  responsibility  of  the  County 
Council  but  close  co-operation  between  the  Urban  District  and  the  County- 
Council  is  maintained  particularly  for  propaganda  purposes.  During  the 
year,  279  children  under  five  years  of  age  were  immunised,  1  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  nine. 

In  addition  to  the  above  292  children  received  a  reinforcement 
injection  during  197"!.

There  were  3  primary  notifications  of  Tuberculosis  during  1971 «  The 
inward  transfers,  being  people  who  took  up  residence  in  the  district 
amounted  to  three  cases. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  during  1971 » 

Each  case  of  tuberculosis  is  visited  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor 
of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  as  soon  as  possible  after  receipt  of  notifi¬ 
cation.  Where  desirable,  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  treatment  is  arranged  after 
consultation  between  the  Chest  Physician  and  the  Medical  Practitioner 
concerned. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  24  recorded  cases  of  tuberculosis, 
6  cases  were  added  and  1  case  taken  off,  leaving  a  total  of  29  cases  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

In  no  instance  has  there  been  any  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to  notify. 

The  notification  of  tuberculosis  in  this  district  being  satisfactory. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  excessive  evidence  of,  or  mortality  from 
tuberculosis  in  any  particular  occupation  in  the  area. 
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TUBERCULOSIS  -  Continued 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  action  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  relating 
to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk 
trade,  or  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  relating  to  the  compulsory  removal 
to  a  hospital  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis,,

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  services  of  the  Whitefield  Urban  District  for  197*1  o 

Whilst  this  was  the  third  full  year  that  the  town  is  completely 
covered  by  smoke  control  it  was  necessary  to  suspend  all  the  Smoke 
Control  Orders,  due  to  lack  of  smokeless  fuels,  for  the  first  four  months 
of  the  year.  The  atmospheric  pollution  figures  during  this  period, 
particularly  in  January  and  February,  showed  an  alarming  increase  over 
those  recorded  in  the  previous  year  both  for  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide. 
Indeed,  the  figures  for  the  whole  year  were  most  discouraging  as  there 
were  only  3  months  -  August,  October  and  December,  when  the  records 
show  a  decrease  over  1970°  This,  I  feel,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  during 
the  four  months  when  the  burning  of  coal  was  permitted  many  householders 
probably  stocked  up  with  this  fuel.  The  effects  of  the  suspension  of 
Smoke  Control  Orders  do  not  apply  merely  to  the  specified  period  but  are 
felt  for  many  months  afterwards  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  will  never 
again  be  necessary  to  suspend  the  Orders. 

A  Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  December  for  the  Compulsory  Purchase 
Order  for  unfit  homes  in  the  Kirkhams  area.  This  has  now  completed 
the  Clearance  Area  programme  and  only  220  dwellings  in  Whitefield  are  now 
lacking  in  some  or  all  of  the  basic  amenities  of  internal  water  closet, 
bath  and  wash-basin.  With  the  recent  inclusion  of  this  Authority  in  the 
Intermediate  Areas  which  qualify  for  75 i°  grants  I  anticipate  this  figure 
to  be  considerably  reduced  during  the  current  year. 

I  would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  encouragement  and  support  during  the  year.  To  those  members  of  my 
staff  who  have  co-operated  and  given  loyal  service  I  extend  my  thanks, 
especially  to  Mrs.  Rees,  Senior  Clerk/Secretary,  for  loyalty,  competence 
and  ability  second  to  none.

PUBLIC  SUPPLY, 


The  area  is  served  by  the  Bolton  Corporation  undertaking  and  this 
arrangement  has  been  in  force  since  1 96  3  o 

The  source  of  supply  is  mainly  from  upland  gathering  grounds.  The 
supply  to  "Whitefield  is  taken  from  the  Manchester  Aqueduct  at  the  Hillock 
pumping  station. 

Normally,  samples  of  both  raw  and  filtered  water  are  regularly  subjected 
to  full  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis .  Special  examinations  and 
analyses  are  made  as  circumstances  require . 

During  679  samples  of  raw  water  were  subjected  to  bacteriological 

examination  and  partial  chemical  analysis  and  2 9  to  full  chemical  analysis 
in  the  statutory  area  of  supply,,  In  addition,  2,439  samples  of  filtered  and 
treated  water  received  bacteriological  examination  and  partial  chemical 
analysis  and  38  full  chemical  analysis <>  Results  showed  that  the  f  iltered  and 
treated  water  was  of  a  satisfactory  quality,  B„  Goli  being  absent  in  97® 3^  of 
the  potable  water  samples  tested.  All  water  is  treated  before  passing  into 
supply. 

In  1971,  an  additional  195  metres  of  2%  137  metres  of  4”  and  25  metres 
of  9"  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  new  houses g  77  metres  of  3W  and  177 
metres  of  9M  diameter  water  main  were  laid  to  other  developments  and  27  metres 
of  3”  diameter  water  main  were  renewed  at  existing  properties. 

No  special  action  was  required  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of 
contamination.  From  tests  made  the  water  was  shown  to  have  no  significant 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

Twenty-eight  samples  were  taken  by  the  local  authority  during  the  year. 


PRIVATE  SUPPLY,

The  new  incentive  bonus  scheme  which  was  introduced  in  February  197"!  with 
the  aid  of  the  Council 5  s  Work  Study  Officer  has  proved  very  successful  0  A  bonus 
of  one-third  of  the  basic  wage  is  paid  which  brings  the  remuneration  of  the 
crews  up  to  an  attractive  level »  No  difficulty  is  now  experienced  in  either 
retaining  existing  employees  or  recruiting  new  onesG  Only  three  employees  left 
the  department  during  the  year  (none  of  whom  departed  voluntarily)  and  this 
compares  favourably  with  the  situation  two  years  ago  when  retention  of  labour 
was  difficult  and  5"!  employees  were  hired  and/or  fired  to  fill  17  vacancies. 

In  order  to  maintain  full  crews  at  all  times  the  street  sweeping  employees

priority o  A  mechanical  read  sweeper  sweeps  all  the  town’s  roads ,  other  than 
cul-de-sacs,  once  a  week0

The  appearance 

of  the  chocolate  covering  suggested 

that  it  had  gained  access  after 

baking  and  there  was  no  transfer  of 

iron  from  the  wire  to  the  nearby 

cake  crumb,  a  result  which  also 

suggests  that  the  wire  was  not 

baked  in  during  manufacture.  No 

holes  in  cardboard  carton  or  in 

paper  wrapper  were  visible. 


In  addition  to  the  above  this  department  submitted  to  the  County 
Analyst  a  whole  cooked  dressed  chicken  for  examination.  This  was  found 
to  contain  Maggots,  seventy- three  in  number,  being  larvae  of  the  fly 
Calliphora  Erythrocephala  (common  bluebottle)  together  weighing  6.9  grammes. 
Bi^it  of  the  said  larvae  were  retained  in  the  living  state. 

The  local  shopkeeper  was  prosecuted  by  the  Whitefield  Urban  District 
Council,  to  which  offence  he  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  £20.  and  ordered 
to  pay  £29.  costs. 
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
